SEC. 10. The said society shall have power to establish an emigration rower to mtab-
agcncy in the city of New York, and appoint an agent to perform the u*u *" "a*"*/'
duties of said agency, whose compensation shall bo fixed by the board of
trustees, and shall be paid out of the capital stock of the society.

SEC. 11. Nothing in this act contained shall be so construed as to ex- For HM-benefit of
elude any creed, language or country from the benefits of the society, but mU"
that all shall bo alike provided for.

SEC. 12. The treasurer before entering upon the duties of his office Tnutmr iiuii
fihall give bond in such penal sum as the trustees shall direct, and with Bh* boudt

euch securities as they shall by vote approve, conditioned for the faithful
performance of bis duties, and the delivery to his successor at tho expira-
tion of his office, all funds and other property, and papers, in his possession,
belonging to said society; and all other officers and agents before entering
upon their duties shall give like bonds if required by the board of trustees.

SEC. 13. All suits against said corporation shall be by summons, which 8u]te 1™iiU)t
shall be served by Icavipg an attested copy of tho same with the treasurer, company.
at least sixty days before the return thereof.

SEO. 14. This society shall bo duly organized oil or before the tenth when organized,
day of April next, after the passage of this act.
